THURSDAY, MAY 14, 1998 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION:

Increased fire activity occurred in the Southwest Area, necessitating the
mobilization of a Type 1l Incident Management Team. Resource mobilization
through NICC consisted of a caterer order for the Southwest. Several
Southwest units are reporting very high and extreme fire indices. The
Mitsue and Chip Lake fires in Alberta, Canada have been contained. The
Virginia Hills fire continues to burn out of control, burning 355,077
acres to date.

SOUTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES:

BEARD, New Mexico State. A Type 1l Incident Management Team is committed.
No other information was available.

CEDRO CANYON, Carson NF. The fire is 420 acres with containment expected
today. No other information was available.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

CAMP WOOD HILL, Texas State. This fire is 6 miles west of Camp Wood
burning grass and cedar in steep terrain. No new information was
reported.

BOOGY JORDAN, Florida National Forests. The fire is 4 miles east of
Sumatra. The Ffire did not meet containment objectives due to continuous
flare-ups yesterday.

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED FOR GUSTY SOUTHWEST WINDS IN NEW MEXICO.
New Mexico will be partly cloudy with a chance of showers and
thunderstorms and gusty southwest winds 15-30 mph. West Texas will be
mostly sunny, warm and dry. High temperatures will be in the 80°s to
lower 90"s. Arizona can expect mostly cloudy skies with a chance of
showers. High temperatures will range from the 40"s in the mountains to
near 80 in the southern deserts.
